King Charles 11]. of Spain, to be Emperor 
—— And there is no Queftion, butit is 
the true Intereft of the prefent Powers 
Bmbark’d in the Grand Alliance, to do fo ; 


not only on Account of the many and great 


Obligations the Coafederates have already 
heap’d upon that Prince, which it is hop’d 
May bind him toa large aad grateful Re- 


turn, not only on Account of the Great 
and Powerful Intereft of the Houfe of An. 
firia, whofe Poffeffions, are in themfelves, 
the great Support and Defence of the Em- 
pire itfelf; but on Account of the una- 
voidable Difficulties, which the BleAing of 
any other Prince perhaps io Europe, at 
leaft, any that it is reafonable to think of, 
would bring with it at fucha Jun@ure as 
‘this. 

But the great remaining difficulty before 
us, feems to remain, which J make po 
Queftion at all, will bz, as it already bas 
been, ftarted againft the prefent Scheme, 
and that is, who fhall be King of Bie 

o 
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Examioing this, I thall rather fate 
et Oe eeatuirer athe lie before us, and 
which forme People begin already to Im» 
prove, than folve them upon my own Au- 
thority, as the moft usexeptionable Me- 
thod, and which I think, may be of Ser- 
vice to every Body. 


The Foundation is the Circumftance of 
King Charles IIT. 


1. It is refolv’d, the States General have 
fix’d it, her Brisannick Majefty, our 
Queen, is come im to it; the Houfe 
ot Auftria puthes at it 5 thatif poffi- 
ble, he be Made, Chofen, Eledt- 
ed, or what you pleafé to call it, Em- 

eror of Germany. 

2. He is already declar’d, own’d by afl 
theConfederates, and receiv’d by great 
part of the People, as King of Spain, 
by the Title of Charles III. 


The firft Title you may give; but the 
laft you cannot take away ; Etperor he is 
by Ele@ion, ifyow Choofe him, bet King 
of Spain he is NOW byDefcent andSuccefh. 
on— I fay NOW, becaufe I muft confefs, 
I think, his Title before would not hold up- 
on apy Foundation, but that of Political 
Intereft ; indeed the Titleof King Pbilip, 
or the Title of King Charles, feem’d to me 
to be no Title at ail, in the Senfe of all 
thofe Principles, by which, I think, Kings 
ought to Claim—— Nay, if I was ask’d 
which had the becter Righ’, I durfi oot 
fay King Charles Both of them came 
in by Gift, neither by Succeffion, and yet 
the Families of eicher,Claim’d a Lineal Suc- 
.cefhon If the Houfe of Bourbon 
wascto Iaherit, King Philip had no Right, 
for his Father and Elder Brother were both 
alive, and both before hin —If the Houfe 
of Aufris were to Ioherit, then King 
Charles had mo Right, for his Elder Brother 
was alive, and hefure him ————= $o that 
Hereditary Claim neither had.

on’d———. But then King Pbi}ip’s G 
before King Charles’s ; If a Gift be a good 
Title, Philip's is beft, becaufe firft given ; 
if a Gift be no good Title, neither Phitip 
or Charles had any Title at all. 

Ic is out of al Doubt however, that Kiag 
Charles is now Heir to the Crown of Spain; 
and that by the Death of his Brother, the 
Spanifo Monarchy defcends to him by im- 
mediate Inheritance, fo that Difpute mutt 
now be out of Doors—— And tho’, had I 
been Subje@ of Spain before mow, I could 
not have Sworn Allegiance to him, now J 
fhould no more Difpute ir. 

Bat fhall we then Examin @hat muft be 
done next; if he Enjoys the Crown of Spaix, 
and is made Emperor at the tame Time, 
Then that Exorbltant Power, which was 
fo Terrible ir the Houfe of Auffriz in the 
Time of Charles V.and which deriv’d from 
the very fame Conjun@ion, and coft Europe 
fo much Blood and Treafure te pull duwa, 
is atonce Ere&ted again, and the Emperor 
becomes fo Great, that he is an overMatch 
for the reR of the World. 

Perhaps we are not the firft Nation in 
the World, that fhall feel the Effc@s of the 
too great growth of the Aufirian Power; 
and therefore it may faid, we need not be 
the firftthat fhall be Anxious about it — 
But come we then to confider the feveral 
Princes in Exrope, to whem this Conjun@!- 
on wifl be uneafie and Terrible, and who, 
if upon that Account they fhould Diipure 
it with you at this Time, and abandon the 
Alliance, ftrikeia with France, or fet up 
for a Neutrallity, would immediately Ia- 
Aueace ushere, aad all Parts of the pre- 
fent Confed-racy.
